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MALCOLM X 1923-1965 


44/MALCOLM X 


Malcolm X was born Malcolm Little on May 19, 1925 in Omaha, Nebraska. At an early age, Malcolm moved to 
Lansing, Michigan with his parents, both of whom were tragically lost to him in childhood. His father was run over by 
a street car and his mother was committed to a mental institution 

Leaving school after the eighth grade, Malcolm made his way to New York. He began selling and using drugs, turned 
to burglary and was sentenced to prison in Massachusetts for 10 years in 1946. 

While in prison he adopted the beliefs of the Black Muslims, a religious movement which believed in the separation 
of the races. During his incarceration, he re-educated himself by copying and studying a page of the dictionary each 
day, until he had gone through the entire dictionary. 

After his release from-prison in 1952, Malcolm X became a leading spokesman for the Black Muslims. In 1964, following 
a disagreement with Elijah Muhammad, leader of the Black Muslims, Malcolm formed a rival group, the Organization of 
Afro-American Unity (OAAU). 

Malcolm X had a profound influence on both blacks and whites, and was considered to be one of the most fiery 
and controversial blacks of the 20th century. Many blacks felt that he was a man of the people, experienced in the 
ways of the streets rather than the pulpit or college campus, which traditionally have provided the preponderance of 
black leaders. Many young whites responded to Malcolm's blunt, colorful language and unwillingness to retreat in the 
face of hostility. 

Malcolm X was assassinated in New York City on February 24, 1965. Three men, including two Black Muslims, were 
sentenced to life in prison for his murder. Although he was killed before the OAAU was firmly established, his followers 
interpreted his death as a sacrifice for the "black revolution" and he quickly became a martyr of that movement. He 
was buried as El Hajj Malik el-Shabazz, the name he had taken in 1964 after making his holy pilgrimage to Mecca.

The Practical Arts Department, under the directions of 
Mr. Irving Mitzman, has a wide selection of courses to offer, 
some of which are offered to certain grade levels 

All Practical Arts instructors are involved in the teaching 
of Social Growth to all freshmen. This course was devised 
to help 9th graders make the transition from grammar 
school to high school. Students are taught to understand 
themselves and how to relate to others. They are also 
exposed to al subjects offered in the Practical Arts 
Department. 

Child Development affords students the opportunity to 
work with neighboring pre - schoolers. In clothing, students 
are taught the basic skills of sewing, and may choose to 
take Advanced Clothing, as a follow up course, which 
teaches more detailed techniques. In Foods |, students are 
taught about nutrition, meal management and basic 
cooking techniques. Advanced Foods teaches the students 
the chemical aspects of foods and more advanced foods 
preparation.

PFYSICAL 
EDUCA TION 


At Malcolm X Shabazz it is mandatory for students to 
have physical education for one semester and health for 
the other, throughout their four years of high school 

Physical Education is necessary. It strengthens the 
heart, lungs, muscles, and organic systems. In order to 
strenghten the body the students exercise and sometimes 
use aerobics. After exercising, they engage in different 
activities on the parallel bars, balance beam, and the 
horses. Also the students race, play basketball and

Pupils learn the different properties of elements. Chemistry 
also touches on a minimum of mathematics. 

Mr. Wharton is the department chairperson. He tries to 
make sure that at Malcolm X Shabazz, students get a solid 
background in science.
